SUGGESTED PLANTING OF 
BOGS. 


That the extensive peat bogs of Iteland 
might become a national asset of out- 
standing importance if brought witain 
some scheme of afforestation was the sub- 
mission of Mr. H. M. FitzPatrick, of the 
Irish Free State Forestry Derpcrtment, in 
the course cf a lecture on “ State Forectry 
in Ireland,” delivered at a meeting of the 
Natural History Club, University ‘oll: ze, 
Dublin, in the Physics Lecture Theatr>. 
Earlsfort terrace, last night. This 
proposa!, he considered, could be produc- 
tive of considerable economic advantaze 
to Ireland in the domain of afforestation. 
He proposed the adoption of a me od 
employed with great success in other 
countries, notably Belgium. This method 
might be simply explained by stating that 
it consisted of the intensive drainage »! 
the peat, the trees being planted on raised 
sites between the drains, and with adapta- 
tions it would be suitable for Irish condi- 


tions. 


LAND ACTS FATAL TO FORESTRY. 

Having rapidly sketched the history of 
forestrv in France and elsewhere, the lec- 
turer dealt with Irish wrath describing 
how the great Irish forests of the Middle 
Ages were gradually destroyed, partly for 
strategic reasons and partly as a result of 
the commercial exploitation of the country. 

In later timés. many estates were planted 
with a viéw to ornamént, and the desolate 
appearance of the landscape thus disappeared ; 
but the great commercial forests of the Con- 
tinent were unknewn here, and no restora: 
tion of the old forést lands of Ireland took 
place.

Large 
demesnes with extensive plantations on them 
were divided into small farms, and the trees 
were felled by the new owners.

He began his study of the 
subject during his service with the Indian 
Civil Service, following up the studies of 
Sir William Herchel, another Indian civil 
servant, who began the investigation as 
far back as 1858. As the result of Sir 
Edward’s work his system of fingerprint 
identification was adopted in India in 


Sir Edward originated the division of 
finger impressions into four types—arches, 
loops, whorls and composites. His work 
on finger prints has been translated into 
every modern tongue and has become the 
standard werk in many police forces 
throughout the world. 

Sir Edward married in 1890 Louisa 
Langrishe, daughter of the Rev. John 
Lewis Moore, a former Vice-Provost. of 
Trinity College, Dublin. He was created 
a K.C.B. in 1910; and a baronet in 1918. 
There is no heir to the baronetcy.

SWORDS AND GUNS. 


On the evening of February 14th, the 
day on which the »xpulsion order expired, 
the Provincial Commissioner reported that 
Idara was at Bubuya, with a large and 
daily increasing crowd of, followers, armed 
with swords, cutlasses and guris, and was 
inciting the people to defy the District 
Commissioner, and that the presence of a 
detachment of the Royal West African 
Frontier Force was desirable, as it was 
unlikely that the court messengers could 
effect Idara’s arrest without bloodshed. . 

The Acting. Governor immediately 
ordered one platoon (30 men), with two 
officers and a British non-commissioned 
officer, to proceed to Cambia to support the 
District Commissioner. The troops left by 
launch for Cambia at 7.15 a.m. on Sunday, 
15th February. At noon on the 16th the 
District Commissioner reported that firing 
had occurred, and that Lieutenant Holmes, 
in command of the detachment, had. been 
killed. 


HOW OFFICER WAS KILLED. 


A second platoon was despatched at 
2.30 p.m. on Monday, and at midnight two 
more platoons embarked for Cambia and 
one for Port Loko in the evening. The 
report of Lieutenant Holmes’s death is con- 
firmed; and information has been received 
that four malcontents were killed. 

It appears that Lieutenant Holmes’s 
platoon had halted and was lined up on 
both sides of the road, with a sentry a 
little at front. Lieutenant Holmes was 
walking from his platoon to the sentry 
when he was set upon by a party, armed 
with swords, which emérged from the bush 
on both sides of the road, and he was killed 
immediately. 

The platoon was in danger oí attack from 
the rear, and Sergeant Culm and the 
troops, in self-defence, opened fire, killing 
four of the natives 

In view of the uncertainty of the situa- 
tion, the District Commissioner withdrew 
the platoon to Cambia. Lieutenant 
Holmes’s body was buried at Cambia on 
Monday afternoon. 

On Tuesday morning a report. was re- 
ceived that Idara himself was killed, and 
this report was confirmed on Tuesday even- 
ing by the Provincial Commissioner. 


A CLEVER CONJUROR.,

received last Wednesday states that Idara’s 
adherents are dispersing. Son. of the 
ringleaders have been arrested, and some 
of the troops are being withdrawn.

TERMS OF NEW SECTION, 


Section 4 permits the dispatching of 
goods from licensed premises or receiving 
goods, which shall not be an opening of the 
premises for sale of liquor. 

A new section instead of Sub-Section (2) 
of Section 13 of the Act is introduced, per- 
mitting the serving of drink in a hotel 
between 2.30 and 3.30 in any county 
borough, provided that a substantial meal 
is being served at the same time. 

Certain exemptions are provided for 
clubs in county boroughs and the Dublin 
Metropolitan Area i“ the following 
section .— 

10.—(1) The. supplying of excisable 
liquor for consumption on the premises of 
a club to which this section applies to a 
member of such club or to a visitor on the 
invitation and in the company of a member 
of such club or the consumption of excis- 
able liquor on the premises of a.club to 
which thia section applies by a member of 
such club or a visitor on the invitation and 
in the company of a member of such club 
on any day (not being a Sunday, or Good 
Friday, -or Christmas: Day, or Saint 
Patrick’s Day) between the hours of three 
o'clock and five o'clock in the afternoon 
shall not for the purposes of any of the 
provisions of the Registration of Clubs 
Acts, 1904 to 1927; be deémed to be a con- 
travention of the rules of such club relat- 
ing to thy supplying and consumption of 
excisable liquor on the premises of such 
club, provided such excisable liquor—

Baird, C.B., C.M.G., D.S.O., of thé 
Carlton Club, Pall Mall, London, was 
killed in a motor collision on the main

A woman passenger, Miss P. G. Aa 
Pelham, of Hill street, Little Testwood, 
Totton, Southampton, was seriously in- 
jured, and is in the Royal Hampshire 
County Hospital at Winchester in an un- 
conscious condition. 

Brigadier-General Baird was driving his 
ear and had passed a stationary steam 
threshing tackle when the car came into a 
head-on collision with a motor coach 
travelling in the opposite direction. The 
car was so badly damaged that it could 
not be removed bodily. 

General Baird was placed on the road- 
side, but died within half an hour without 
regaining consciousness, 

The front of the motor coach was 
damaged and four or Sve passengers’ re- 
ceived minor injuries to the bai and face 
through : flying glass and through being 
bumped against the roef of the coach.

MEALS FOR SCHOOL CHILDREN. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sim;—Most people will agreé with much of 

what has been said in the letters which have 

appeared recently in the Jrish Times. Í 

cannot, however, admit the a¢curacy of the 

statements about the Jong hours. Only very 
rarely are even a few of the children without 
food for more than, say, a couple of hours, 
unless, perhaps, In rural areas. The 
children live near the schools, and have 


breakfast just before they leave home; and. 


many of them are not in school much before 
ten o'clock, and get home a few minutes 
atter three p.m. A warm meal about mid-day 
is désirable, thongh by no means such a 
general necessity as is stated. Multitudes of 
excellent men and women have been brought 
up on the present system all over Ireland. 
and there is little reason for. this cry of 
distress. 

Granted, however, that these mid-day 
to accomplish this end? Certainly not by an 
exténsion of either municipal or State inter- 
ference with the rights and resporisibilities 
of parents or guardians to supply the meals. 
In the City of Dublin the case of all 
children attending the primary schools, who 
really need the meals, 1s not by the careful 
and efficient administration of the School 
Meals Act. Decent, industrious and thrifty 
parents would very properly object to the 
taint which necessarily is implied in receiving 
food under the opetation of this Act. A 
large number of our schools do not, and 
would not, touch it at all. We have still 
some respect for the honour of the parents 
and the home. 

If the meals are to be supplied, there

TO THE FDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sim,—l have before me the joint 
memorandum issued by the Department of 
Health for Scotlard and. the Scottish Fduca- 
tion Department on School Health Adminis- 
tration in 1929. It points out that the 
school child (representing, roughly, ane- 
sixth of the whole population) spends two 
thousand days in the school environment. so 
that the school health service affords unique 
opportunities of influencing the health and 
the habits of the rising generation. ' ‘Che first 
aim of the School Health Administration is 
scheduled as preventive work, and the first 
point discussed is nutrition. ‘‘ Nothing is 
more essential for the proper physical and 
mental development of children than a regular 
and adequate supply of suitable food. In- 
deed, of all the factors influencing the well- 
being of the school child its nutrition is the 
most important. That lowered physical and 
mental capacity results from impaired nutri- 
tion is well recognised, It is now becoming 


‘clear that the main mass of disease, other 


than infectious disease, arises from a dis- 
ordered or deficient nutrition. Indeed, there 


‘is sufficient evidence available to show that 


the lowering of vital resistance that results 
from deficient nutrition has an important 
‘influence on the incidence of the infectious 
diseases themselves.’ 

Our education authorities are spending huge 
sums ón training colleges and other improve- 
ments in education, but—perhaps, because it 
would cost nothing—they have not attempted 
the most i rtant reform in their power, 
the introduction of modern school hours. In 
this respect our schools are under thé Mid- 
‘Victorian ideas of the old National Board, 
oe I believe that the late Archbishop 
‘Walsh, who was not dominated by these 
ideas, did succeed in making a sujtable dinner 
hour at least permissive. The “Save the 
Children ” Committee, of which I am a 
member, is collecting information from 
Geneva and elsewhere, and, though I Lave 
mot the letters received before me as ] write. 
Í know that the dinner hour is the accepted 
custom in all countries in Europe except ours. 
Hence Dr, Brian Crichton has named the 
nervous indigestion which is so prevalent 
amongst Irish children the “‘ irish Free State 
Disease.”’ 

To name a disease is the first step to its 
cure. The outcome of this question hangs on 
We have the 
opinion of several doctors already—Dr. 
Crichton, Dr. O'Hogain, the medical officer 
for Cork and the medical officer for Birr. 
Others aré coming in rapidly, and it will 
Mieseadiy be manifest that 4 reform of school 
ours will be welcomed on all sides. ‘Ihe 
schools are for the children, and it is their 
welfare that is to be considered, and not 
anybody's convenience or even the disturb- 
atce of the manners and customs of the 
ancient Irish in Hume street. The parents 
will be glad to be permitted the opportunity 
of feeding their children at rationa) hours.

PAYMENT OF RATES. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN.) 

An application was made on behalf of the 
Alliance and Dublin Consumers Gas, Com- 
pany arising out of an appeal by them 
against a revised valuation on their 
premises by the Commissioner of Valuation. 

Mr. Fitzgibbon, ‘K.C., who, with Mr. 
Charles 8. Campbell (instructed by Messrs. 
D. and T. Fitzgerald), — for the com- 
pany, moved for. a conditional order in the 
uature of mandamus, directing the Commis- 
sioner to show cause why he should not be 
ordered, by reason of the Statute, and his 
public and official duty in that behalf, to 
supply to the Gas Company copies of field 
beak and documents relating thereto,- and 
other information and particulars of the 
valuation of the company’s premises. 

It appeared that in the year 1929 the gross 
valuation of the company’s undertaking was 
approximately £28,000, but that in 1920, on 
representations being made by some of the 
local authorities into Whose areas the under- 
taking extends, the Commissioner of Valua- 
tion. increased fhe gross valuation. to. the 
amount of a py i £70,000, a portion 
of which could not become immediately effec- 
tive owing to the fact that other local 
authorities had not. applied to the Commis- 
sioner for a revision. The company appealed 
‘against this increased valuation on a large 
number of grounds, but the Commissioner 
refused to alter or amend it, whereupon the 
bog to in January, served notice of appeal 
to the Circuit Court, setting out an extensive 
number of grounds upon which such increased 
valuation would be attacked. 

In the ¢ourse of the appeal to the Com- 
missioner himself, and after service of the 
notice of appeal to the Circuit Court, the 
company applied for the field books and 
documents ‘relating to the valuation, which 
they said they were entitled to have, or to 
have access to, in order to ascertain. the 
general basis and grounds of the largely 
increased valuation placed upon them. The 
Commissioner of Valuation refused to deliver 
such documents, mainly on the ground that 
they were of a’ d mental nature, and 
that the issue of them would contrary 
to public licy. Upon this refusal the 
present application was based, the company 
contending that there was a statutory, 
official, and public duty upon the:  Com- 
missioner to supply e uments and 
iníormation in guestion, more particularly as 
the valuation appeared to have been 
multrplied by about two and a half. 

Counsel referred to a number oí Acts of 
Parliament, and cited -authorities in support 
of ‘his argument that the company was 
entitled to a.conditional order of the nature 
sought, 

Mr. Justice Sullivan granted the applica-
